AlrsKips Will Make a Go for $100,000 
Prize. 
St. Lou is,Nov. 7.—Unless the weath­ 
er conditions interfere the greatest 
dem onstration of airships in the his­ 
tory of the world will take place at 
the World’s Fair aeronautic concourse 
beginning this afternoon. 
Housed In the aerodrom e are five 
flying m achines, embodying as many 
different principles and 
varying In 
size from the m onster airship invent­ 
ed and built by Hyppolite Francois of 
Paris, France, with its Immense gas­ 
bag containing 65.000 cubic feet of hy­ 
drogen gas, to the com paratively small 
balloon belonging to A. L. Reynolds 
of Los Angeles, Cal., which, when fully 
Inflated, has a capacity of only 3,000 
cubic feet. 
In principle of propulsion the air­ 
ships vary as widely as they do in size. 
Two of them come to the W orld's Fair 
with records of successful flights, one 
of which, the Baldwin “California Ar­ 
row.” has dem onstrated here on two 
occasions that it Is dirigible and not 
dependent upon currents of air for 
Its momentum. 
The contest is for the grand prize 
of $100.000 offered by the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition company under 
following conditions:

dict was m urder in the first degree, 
which carries with it the death pen­ 
alty. 
The jury deliberated less than 
half an hour. 


New York, Nov. 7.—Judge P arker in 
speech at a reception given to him 
by the Kings County Democratic Club 
in Brooklyn Saturday night, asserted 
that the issue "w hether the tru sts can 
purchase the election” has not been 
mot by President Roosevelt in his re­ 
ply to his (P arker’s) speech made 
twelve days ago. 
After stating what his position had 
been in that speech, Judge P arker said 
th at he had made no criticism of the 
president, but that he had simply 
called attention to a "notorious aud 
offensive situation.” 
The assertion 
was made by Judge Parker that the 
contributions he charged Chairm an 
Corlelyou had received from the trusts 
are not denied by the president’s state­ 
ment. 
The Democratic candidate fol­ 
lowed this declaration with a state­ 
m ent directed to the president person­ 
ally to the effect that he (Parker) had 
issued a request that no money for 
campaign purposes should be received 
directly or indirectly from any tru st; 
that he rather would be defeated than 
to be fettered in an effort to accom­ 
plish reform s that are sorely needed. 
He charged the president with re­ 
fusal to co-operate in the checking of 
the "m onstrous evil.” 
"Instead of co-operating with me in 
checking this monstrous evil which 
seriously threatens the liberties of our 
people,” 
said 
Judge 
Parker, 
"you 
called into consultation the late attor­ 
ney general and from that consulta­ 
tion he came out to make an attack 
upon me for venturing to criticise the 
attem pt of the trust a to control the 
election. 
He 
did 
not 
answer 
the 
charges nor attem pt to. 
He did a t­ 
tem pt to divert public attention. 
I re­ 
gret to say to you that It then seemed 
apparent, Mr. President, that you re­ 
garded the election of more im port­ 
ance than the checking of this evil. 
“G reat as are the problems before 
us in the near future, political, indus­ 
trial and social, in my Judgment none 
is so pressing as this, the greatest of 
moral questions. 
It includes all other 
issues, it lies at the foundation of all 
other problems, and Its settlem ent by 
the absolute and final exclusion of 
bribery, or the threat of bribery, or 
of the raising of money for this foul 
purpose, is, to my mind, the most im­ 
portant question that can come before 
a free and moral people. 
If my coun­ 
trym en shall call me to take up this 
work. I will, God holping me, use every 
faculty of my mind and will employ 
every power that legally and constitu­ 
tionally inheres to that great office 
to accom plish that most beneficent re­ 
sult.”

Finds Managers of Both Parties Mak­ 
ing Hopeful Claims. 


New York. Nov. 7.—There is no ex­ 
trem e activity about political head­ 
quarters today, but the m anagers are 
alert and watching the close of the 
campaign with great interest. 
The 
Democratic national com mittee issued 
a statem ent claim ing with confidence 
the election of Judge Parker, and also 
making assertions about the campaign 
fund of the Republican party. 
Chair­ 
man Cortelyou, although shown a copy 
of the statem ent, would make 110 com­ 
ment further than to repeat the claim 
made previously, that Mr. Roosevelt 
would have i l l votes in the electoral 
college. 
The Democrats claim 270 
votes. 
About the hotels where politicians 
usually gather and where great inter­ 
est Is shown on the eve of an elec­ 
tion. there was the same quiet that has 
marked the progress of the canvass. 
A few groups in cafes discussed the 
situation and expressed opinions on 
the result, but there was no excite­ 
ment nor offers to wager any large 
sums, which has been a feature of 
previous elections. 
8ome opinions were expressed by 
members of the differont com mittees, 
their views being that the election 
would be a landslide for tho candidate 
they supported. 
The wide difference 
in the estim ates of the two com m ittees 
and the confidence which the m ana­ 
gers of both parties expressed caused 
no little comment. 
There was also discussion upon the 
newspaper oolls, and they were en­ 
dorsed or discredited according to the 
party bias of the person who gave an 
opinion. 
Both com m ittees received reports 
during the day from lieutenants in the 
field, and both claimed that the reports 
bore out their predictions of success 
and caused their respective partisans 
to declare with increased confidence 
their belief In the election of the can­ 
didate they supported.
